In the last month, Par- 
dee has gained about 25 

ercent of its capacity 
rom rain run-off alone. 
The Sierra snow pack is 
currently almost double its 
normal depth at this time 
of year, and precipitation 
in the Mokelumne basin is 
running about 68 percent 
ahead of normal. 

Harnett said that with 
minimal precipitation dur- 
ing the remainder of the 
wet season, the run-off 
from the snow that is pre- 
sently on the ground will 
leave the East Bay with 
more than a year’s supply 
of water at the end of 1978, 
even at a nomral level of 
water consumption. 

“At a ration level of a 35 
ercent reduction, we now 

ave in our reservoirs 
nearly 600 days worth of 
water,” the general man- 
ager observed. “At a pre 
drought level of use, there 
is about 400 days worth in 
the reservoirs now, even 
before the spring run-off.” 

Although EBMUD cus- 
tomers no longer will face 
water allotments, the 
board of directors voted to 
keep in effect a strong vol- 
untary water conservation 
program. 

“The drought has taught 
us that there is never 
enough water to waste,” 
Harnett said. ‘‘We hope 
that East Bay water users 
will continue to use water 
efficiently, for wasteful
